Great Britain's trade with 
Hongkong has increased 
notably, particularly in the 
textile market, as a result of 
the developments in Man- 
churia, the improvement be- 
ing almost entirely at the 
expense of Japan. 


According to the returns com- 
piled by the Statistical Dranch of 
the Imports and Exports Deprrt- 
ment, imports of merchandise into 
Hongkong during the month of 
October amounted to a declared 
value of $64.6 millions, represent- 
Ing Increases of $1.1 millions as 
sompare:3 with the previous month, 
and $11.4 millions as. compared 
with October of last year. 


Exports were declared to a value 
of $49.6 millions, an increase of 
$4.5 millions as compared with 
September, and an inerense of 
$2.9 millions us compared with 
October 1930.

Mukden, Noy, 20. 


This morning a saddened sectian 
of the Japanese — community 
gathered at the railway station to 
receive the first bateh of ensualtioes 
fram the Nonni front. The train 
brought in 19 dead and more than 
80 wounded, believed to be less 
than half the tetal, which is re- 
ported to be 49 killed and 155 
wounded,

Madrid, Nov, 16. 

Twenty one monarchists: includ.

nexion with the latest plot to over- 
throw the republican regime. The 
conspirators were all arrested 
together when they met after mid- 
night in the vestry ef achurch to 
discuss their last preparations.

The Swedish Hquor restriction 
xystem, commonly named the 
Bratt System after its initiator, Dr.

In Stockholm 8,640,000 liters of 
aleoholic Iquors were sold in 1918, 
the lnst year before the introduc- 
tion of tho monopoly system, 
while the figure for 1930 was 6,-

Canterbury, Oct, 28. 
A crowded meeting, organised by 
‘the Christian Protest Movement. 
against the Russian war on ree 
ligion, was held) in the Chapter 
Tlouse of Canterbury Cathedral to- 
night. 


The Mayor of Canterbury (Coun- 
cillor the Rev. Gorden Wilson) pre- 
sided, and said that he would be 

ashamed if the people of  Canter- 
bury were not willing to extend 
their sympathy and prayers to the 
millions of persecuted Christians 
in the great land of Russia. 


Sir Bernard Pures traced the 
three periods of religious persecu- 
tion and suppression in Russia 
sinee the revolution. 


On April 8, 1929, he said, the 
Soviet took all the laws that they 
had made against religion and in- 
corporated them inte one great law, 
and by that law no church could 
have any kind of organisation 
around it and there could be no 
missionary work. In the samo 
summer the Minister of Instruction | 
announced that it win passing from 
the principle of non-religious — in- 
struction in schools to definite anti- 
religious teaching, and that all 
teachers would be expelled unless 
they tought anti-religion. © Num- 
bers of priests had been sent to 
timber comps, where, of course, 
they diced. :

UNWANTED ALIEN 
‘ON. THE “DOLE.” 


MAGISTRATE’S STRONG 
COMMENTS. 


“| HOPE THEY. ARE 
DRIVEN OUT.” . 


The statement that a large num- 
ber of international criminals have 
come into the country recently was 
mado by Detective Sergennt Greeno, 
of New Seatland Yard, nt the North 
London Police Court, when the posi- 
tion in regard to aliens was the 
subject of strong comments by the 
Magistrate (Mr. Snail Watson. 
K.C.), i : 

Sam Geer, aged 38, of Southend- 
rond, Plaistow. E., and David 
Getriar, aged 26, of Arthur-strect. 
Bloomsbury, were charged with 
loitering ‘at Clapton greyhound 
meeting with intent to pick pockets. 
When arrested, it was alleged, 
Getriar pushed a. £1 note into the 
hand of Sergeant Greeno, and said 
something in o foreign Innguage. 

Getrinr waa further charged 
under the Allens Order with being 
in the United Kingdom without 
the consent of the emigration au- 
tharitics, 

Evidence was given by the men. 
who took the oath in the Jewish 
manner. 

Geer stated that he had been on 
the “dole” since July. He went 
alone to Clapton Stadium by motor- 
conch. 

Mr. Watson—You were on the 
dole and went there by motor- 
conch? 

Geer—Yes, a cousin lent me £6. 
I was drawing 17s, a week dole. I 
hoped to pick up some money at the 
dog racing. - 

He denied attempting 
pockets. 

Getriar, giving evidence through 
an interpreter, anid that he was a 
Russinn, and ‘came to England on 
September 22 without a passport. 

“Whtn oT arrived [saw no 
policeman,” he explained. “I took 
my baggage and I walked off.”

Sergeant Greeno stated that Geer 
was fined £8 at Thames” Police 
Court in 1928 for failing to have an 
Identity book in’ his possession.
